Sullivan was 
sent for and is now looking] for tho man 
cr men who stole tho ;.:nioney. Two 
or three other deteotivea are also 
engaged in tho search. Tho money was 
shipped from Ronlyn on Friilay. Lee Hop 
Uiua, a aon of John '{). Hiip'rina, agent of the 
Kxpresa Company in thia oily, was mcoscu- 
ger on the train. When the train arrived 
in thia city E. G. liurkhum, a friend of 
young Hnpkina, bourilud the train and rode 
with him in tho car to .Seaiilo. 'i'lio iron 
bo.x cont.'.ined a large anioun'. of money from 
Portland and the ICaat. The safe waa 
trucked to the Sbrprcaa l,/Oiniiany 'a ollice in 
the depot building and dropi'cd on the floor. 
UopUina, 0. K. Squires, tho niglit clerk 
tlieio, and B. V. illiama were present in tho 
room when the oafe was opened. Ho|>kiaa 
took several pacUagesof the money, put them 
away and turned buck to Iho safe for tho 
geld, when it waa discovered to bo missing. 
A searoii waa instituted wi.hout succaaa. 
Sqaires refused to sign the way hill. To a 
reporter ho said: " When I got into tho 
depot tho messenger, Hopkins, dropped the 
aafe to the floor.

Chicago, May 1. — At the conolusion of 

the oxeroiaes to-day President Cleveland 
was escorted to the manufactures building, 
and received tho commission of foreign 
nations in tho American section. He leaves 
for Washington to-night. The Duke of 
Veragua and party were escorted through 
several of the buildings In the afternoon. 
Tonight the display of fireworks was 
startiugly beautiful. Tho women's building 
wna formally dedicated this afternoon, the 
programme cnnipriaing invocation and an 
anthem by a choir of women, and an address 
by Mra. Potter-Palmer and pronouncing of 
benediction by Lady Somerset. 

On y.iturday afternoon Mrs. Potter 
i'almer, prchident of the board of lady 
niaiiBgcrH, a'epped out from among the 
throng of well-dressed women gathered in 
the aaai-mbly room of the wonien'a building 
and drove tho hiat nail into that historiiJ 
structure, the fi 61 of the kind ever built in 
onnnestion with any international ex- 
position. The oxerciaoa began with the 
preaentation of tho Florida Hug, followed by 
preaentationa of tho Connecticut room, and 
Kentucky, California, New "i'ork and Cin- 
cinnati rooms; then the picEentalion of tho 
Knapp fljg; then a gathering in tho aaaoinbly 
room and the driving of the golden nail, 
which was presented by Montana. 

The formal opening of the exercises in 
tho Wonien'a building will bo held at 3 
o'clock on Thursday afternoon, and will 
includa addresaea by Mrs. Potter Palmer 
and distinguished repreaeutalives of foreign 
nations as follows ; Spain, by the Duchess 
of Veragua ; Italy, by the Countess of 
Brogga; England, by Mrs. Bedford Fen- 
wick ; Scotland and Ireland, by tho Lady 
of Aberdeen ; OBrmany, by Frau Professerin 
Laselowskyj Russia, by Princess Sohah- 
ovsky.

MONUMENT TO AUDUBON. , 

Unveiling a Uagnlficent Statue to the Or^at 
Natcrallst. 

New V'okk, April 29. —For over thirty 
years tho remains of John James Audubon,, 
the ornithologist and naturalist, have rested 
in an obscure corner of Trinity cemetery at- 
Amstordum avenue and 155th street, To- 
dfiy, in tho presence of a large assembly,, 
including many deeoendants of the Audtt— 
bun family, a magnificent monument 
was unveiled to his !]iemory in Trinity- 
Cemetery. Among those present wore 
many members of tlje New Yoik Academy 
of Sciences, and other scientifio organisi'i- 
tions. The monument coat $10,000, and is 
covered with curved figures of birds and» 
animals. Tho principal address was de- 
livered by Prof. 'Thomas Lggleaton. To- 
night there will be a memorial meeting at 
Lho New York Academy of Sciences at tho 
Museum of Natural History, at which an 
address on Audubon will bii delivered by 
ex-President Prof. E. G. Elliott, of the 
American Ornithologists' Union. 



FLOODS AT ST. LOUIS. 

A Terrible Amount of Damage Done— fiDlId- 
Ings Upset and Their InbahUauta 
' Driven Out. 

• St. Louis, Mo,, May 1. — The river at six 
o'clock this evening showed a rise of over a 
foot ainco last night, and is still rising. Up 
to six o'clock lust evening tho water caused 
the abandonment of tho greater portion off 
East Carondelcl Btieot, Many per- 
sons who have been living in the 
second story of their homes have been- 
forced to move out altogether to-day^ 
and several had narrow escapes, barely es- 
caping before their resideoQes oollapBod'or- 
floated away. At Belleville several manu- 
facturing establishments were forced t6 shnt 
down, their boiler-rooms being inundated. 
Ou this side the river, north of St. Louis ]b- 
so far the worst sufi'erer. The district 
known as "Oklahoma" is now a vast lake,, 
with here and there a hastily va- 
cated shanty protruding a few foot 
ttVjove the water's surface. Trainmen from 
the East to-night say the water practically 
covers all Brooklyn, and a number of people 
are moving out of their houses, Tho East 
St. Louis dock warehouse gave way about 
noon, and fully one-fourth of the 
vast building, with its contents, fell in 
a ho'ip, the roof sinking and set- 
tling upon tho wreck. 'i'housands of 
flour sacks, grain and cases of canned goods, 
etc., wore precipitated through tho ground 
floor into tho water. Ouo colored laborer 
was crushed to death under the debris and. 
two others were iojured. The loss is heavy 
but it is impossible to ascertain the exuoc 
amount.

EEYOLUTION IN OnBA. 

A General Uprising Hiis taken I'lncc— A State 
of SIcgo Dccliircil by tho 
Oaptaln-(3eiieriil. 

Hav.ana, May 1. — Cuba is again in the 
throes of revolution. A general uprising 
.has taken place throughout the eastern p'^^ri. 
of tho island. Tho movement, which has been 

kept from the public by the authorities, 
was started near Holguin on April 26, when 
two brothers named Sartorua stnrted the 
w.ircry, and with twenty followers marched 
out of tho little town of Purnio. They were 
reinforced tliii following day by eighty men 
from tho town of Volaaco. They continued 
in tho direction of Milas, near the north 
ooast, whore they wero strongly rein 
forced, and whore they expected to receive 
help from the United States. The Sartorns 
■brothers ore young mou of good families and 



wore born in Gibara. Their father is a 
retired captuin in the Spaniali army, a man 
of wealth uud highly retpectcd. The two 
boyu, however, have been prominently 
i.lentilicd with tho revolutionary movement 
and have been under Spanish eurveillauce 
fur several months. Reports of uprisluga 
throughout the disti-iota of Manscallo, Hol- 
guin, Guannuno and Las Tuniaa .arc being 
received. 

A council of war was called by tho Cap- 
tain Gcncr:il on tho night of April 27th, nnd 
ycaiurday ho isaued an order declaring the 
Province of Santiago do Cuba in a statu of 
siege. Orders have been issued to troops 
from every point;. They are being sent 
eastward to check the uprising, which is now 
Ijocomiug goueral, apparently in keeping 
with the previous arrangement of the 
leaders. Throughout Havana, Mantan- 
zua and neighboring citioa regular troopa 
are marching in the streets drilling eon- 
otantly. The militia have been pressed 
into service and extra guards placed 
around all public bniyiuga. The atuaincr 
Villa, Verde, which was not to have 
sailed for several days, wus dispatched 
yeaterday with a battalion for Niiovilas. 
I'he troops who have been following 
buiditaiu this vicinity have been ordered 
to Mauzanillo. The cutter Magullunoa will 
sail from Sautiago for Gibara, on tho north 
coast, where alio will remain to intercept 
the landing of any tilibuatering expeditious. 
The Bltttalion ia considered by thu untuori- 
ties and the putdic press aa serious, aud 
all available government forces are being 
centred in the Vudltraarrobu.

District. 



Kaslo, Apxil'21. — A mining deal, vast in 
extent and highly importnat ia its probable 
reaulte, ia re|)crted on gootl authority to 
hai^o taken place in the Slocan district 
during the past week. Tlie deal — or, to 
Bpeak more correctly, aeries of deals— was 
nob jooncluded without the oicpsnditure of 
BomethiDg like S-70, 000, the major part of 
wbtob, I was creditably informed, waH paid 
over at the bunk of British Columbia ut 
Nelson. The purtiea interested uro a com- 
pany of Duluth, Minaeapolia and St. Paul 
capitaliata, whoso combined wealth aggre- 
gate a sum reaching fur into the milliuns. 
A reprcaentotivo of this company, which, 
by the way, owns extenaivo mining pro- 
perties on Lake Superior aa well as ottier 
districts, visited the Slocna district recently 
and inspected Boveral claims and partially- 
developed properties, and upon bis report 
to bis confreres ^proving eatiatac- 
tory, instructioQS were given him 
to go uheud «ud purohase. This 
Mr. Middough, the agent did, buying 
several groups of mines, as well us about 
twenty individual olaims, paying therefor 
sumB ranging from $2,000 up to $30,U00. 
Besides tniB there was purobased the town- 
site of Four Mile City and an addition to 
New Denver, both on Slocan lake, tho pur- 
chase prices hciiig in tho iieiHliboilujoil of 
$:iO,OU(J iuid ShS.OOO respectively. Tlie pur- 
chase of these properties, one would natur- 
ally infer,' must involve some other big pro- 
position, and so it docs. In a word, it 
means, according to iny informant whoso 
veracity ia uiiimpeaohuble, the eatabliBh- 
ment of extensive smell ing works ut both 
of tho points named. The reason for this ia 
that tt heavy range of mniijituina separates 
the two silos, though only fiiur miles apart, 
and tributary to ouch uru several of the 
properties purchased. To convey the orea 
from, and supplies to, it is proposed 
by tho company to build inde- 
pendent train lines, each having 
separate motive powers and equipment.

It is not to ho im- 
agined, either, that the company will rest 
contented with the purchases so fur made, 
for it ia given out mat many thousands of 
dollars are but awaitine the uncovering of 
paying leads cf the precious ore, and 
happy will bo the man who is so 
^MunatCjlor he will have no difliculty in 
dLsposirg of his claim. As might be 
supposed, Kaslonians, uh a rule, recoivu the 
news of the mining deal with emphatic ro- 
nuirka cf ridicule and denial, but there are 
many mining men who place unbounded 
faith in the information, albeit tho pur- 
chases have been made in u <|uiet and unos- 
tentatious mumier, What eli'ect thiasale will 
have on the outside world it is impossible to 
foreshadow, but certain it is that whatever 
tho favoTubla iniprcssioiia may bo as u re- 
sultant, these impressions will bo still fur- 
ther eafaanced and improved when the eyca 
of oapitaliats feast upon the magnificent ex- 
hibib of galena, in one imtaenBO nutrget, now 
reported to be preparing in the inoantain 
fastnesses. This exhibit ib is proposed to 
show to tho world-on a speoially oonstruot ^ 
car. The example thus set by this poW4 tn 
ful company will not be labking for imita^ 
tors, and it speaks volumes for the riohness 
of this mighty and extensive mining field. To 
American enterprise and capital must be 
attributed tho credit of bringiog the Slocan 
district to the proud and prominent place 
that it to day holds in the ranks of the 
wealth-producing regions of the world.

A GREAT GOLD COUNTRY. 

(Spokane Itcviow. April '.'7.) 

KjWI.o, April '21. — Tom Beck came down 
from the Dancan the other day, bringing 
witli hjni some fine aamplua of gold-bearing 
rook. Mr. Beck was interviewed by a Ru- 
view reporter and stated that the Duncan 
country would be the scene of great mining 
activity during tho coming season. The 
ledges are large, the yellow metal well.dis- 
'vtorsed through the gangue and the assays 
from the frte niilliug ore run very high. 
" Iniay opinion," said Mr. I5eck, " the Dun- 
can river country will be the greatcat gold 
belt ever opened. A. truthful report regard- 
ing the wealth of that almost unexplored 
country would read more like fiction than 
fact. Iiniioationa favor the theory that the 
same gi'\d belt that ia a feature of the Dun- 
can river country cronsea the headwaters of. 
the Fraser river, and by decompnaition feeds 
the great plaeer.s of that stream. " 

Dock Hackletiimi, who has just returned 
from the Duncin river country, aa'ya that 
the n]iuing outlook waa never surpaHseii. 
The ludgeii are large, well delineil, and the 
topography of tho country such that de- 
sirablo ami very deep opeiiinga can be made 
througli tho mniiiiin of drifta run on the 
veins. The river ia very treachoroua aiul 
extremely ditlicult to navigate, and those 
who contemplate prospecting in that cnin- 
try iiiuHt transport their hiipplics before 
high water precludea the pua.iiliility of ao 
doing, aa it ia a very dangerous stream to 
navigate when the water ia hi^li. "1 be- 
lieve,'"' said Mr. Hackleman, " lliat it ia the 
comir^ country so far as gold possibilitiea 
ur<.'vOncerned, and that it will become the 
Mecci for mining men and prospectors dur 
ing this coming summer.". 

.1. W. ivIoCaii'i, an old prospector and 
minor, suya the iUioean ic iiractioally an un- 
explored tield, with possibilitiea of the most 
Haltering debcripliou. " I liavt- in ver pros- 
pected m";ch within the coiifiiiea of the 
great mineral belt," said he, " but from 
what I saw I am satisfied that it will lie- 
como one of the greatest gold mining dis- 
tricts of the west. There are also galena 
gold- bearing ledges in that district that will 
play a very important part in tho future 
history of the cnmp. " 

G. E. Hays has just returned from tho 
Dnnc»n river country, having gone to that 
locality to prospect for placers. Mr. Ilayt- 
saya that the prospsots he obtained from 
punning were excellent, and his theory ia 
that it's quurtK gold. The ledges in that 
country, he siys, are very largo.

It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to bo made 
for such sums as may bo required, not exceed- 
ing, howovei, tho sum of 8123,00000 in currency, 
each of the said debentureaboLngof the amount 
of $1,000. and all such debentures shall bo sealed 
with the seal of the said corporation and signed 
by tho Mayor thereof. 

Sec, 3, Tho aaid debentures shall bo mado 
payable In fifty years frnin the datohoreinafttt 
mentioned for this by-law to take cHect, at tho 
olllco ol tho treasurer of tho said corporation, 
In tho City Hall, Victoria, and shall have at- 
tached to thorn coupona for tho payment of in- 
terest, 1 nd the signature of the Mayor and of 
the Clerk of tho Corporation respectivo)y 
to the coupons may bo aSlxcd by printed., 
stamped or lithographed fao simile. 

Soo. 4. Tho said dobonturcs shall boar Into'- 
eat at the rale of 1 1-2 p( r cent, per annum 
from the date thertof, which intereat shall ho 
payable half yearly at tho clUco of the said 
treasurer. 

Sec. 5, For tho purpose of foni ing a sinkinflp 
fund for tho payment of tho said debentures

TARIFF GRANGES. 

It is generally expeoted that the Govern- 
meat will, before tho next session of Parlia 
meat, miiko all necessary inquiries into tlie 
working of tho tariff. There are many v.'ho 
believe that material modifications are ro- 

uired. The Conimittoo appointed by the 
Government has, therefore, an important 
duty to perform. Its 'members seem to be 
fully aware of its importance. They have 
conimenced the work of investigation. We 
.100 that complaints are already made that 
tho interviews with the repreaentatives of 
tho diflereat inrluatriea and interests are 
private. It is difficult to see boiv the com- 
mnnications could bs othermse than pri- 
vate. What the Government want is full 
information. Those who receive it should 
be in a poaition to get as nearly as poaaible 
the truth aa to the position of the 
different industries and how they are 
afFsoted by the tariff. This, vre think, can 
best be obtained by confidential cnmmuni- 
c.iiion with the investitjating committee. 
The men who come before the committee 
should be under no restraints, and should 
know that what they said should bo regaid- 
ed as confidential. They should be under 
no temptation to exaggerate or make mat- 
ter! appear in any way different from what 
they really are. Such a committee, being 
in communication with the representativea 
of all industries and all classes, will, before 
iliey are tbroogb vrith their work, be in 
IK>jses8ion of knowledge which will enable 
them effeotnally to oheok any miarepresen- 
vtation or deception which may be attemptpd. 

A. great deal, of course, will depend 
upon the spirit in which the enquirera 
enter upon tlie iuveatigation. If it is 
their oliject to couGrm themselves in 
their preposacasious and to give weight to 
that testimony only which favors their pre- 
conceived opinions, the inquiry will bo little 
more than a mere form. But if they really 
want to get a knowledge of what have be'jn 
tlie elTucta of the Nilioual Policy tarilT and 
U» lie in a position to be able to forocaal, 
with tolerable certainty what ita effoula will 
bo if it is continued uncliauged or .slightly 
changed, if they are ready to accept aU 
evidence, whether it favors their cherished 
•theories or shows them to be erroneous, the 
<ii)qairy will do much good and will clear 
the way for such improvements as are 
required. 

1 1 is mnat unfair and ia not in the public 
interest to prejudge and to misjudge the 
fetriff revision committee almost before they 
liivo oowmenced their work. It is, we see, 
aiM that the Crovcrnincat have pliicud them- 
solves in tho iiamli oi tho nianufac- 
tun If, and that it ia their in- 
tflu '.ila which will bo considered in 
■any <.oanges that may bo recommended. No 
'Oie can tell what the Government's Inteo- 
tiooB are, and it is no proof of either shrew- 
-BBS8 or public spirit lo take it for gr.tutcd 
ilihit they will enter upon (he in- 
quiry determined to favor ono claaa at the 
cxpiMisG of all tho olhera, It ia far better 
"io auaumu that tho Govcrninout wish to do 
jiiatioo to all industries, and that they have 
^ >no into the investigation in order to be in 
iA.poaltion to do this thoroughly and intelli- 
gently. It will bo timo enough to coudemn 
tho Government when it ia seen that their 
!H inner of treating tho difleront industries 
ia worthy of condemnation. 

Inrdead ot preniaturely criticising tho 
Govornmeut, thojo who take un intercut in 
the revision of the tariff, whether support- 
ers or opponents of the Goyernment, should 
do all in their power to give tho members 
of the committee the information they need. 
I'hey can, by personal interviows and by 
■written representations, do all that they 
/cjan to placo • mattora relating to tho tarilT 



and the incidence of taxation in what they 
regard aa the true light. They should be 
de ermiuud that if tho Goverunieut come to 
wrong conclusions on these subjects it will 
not be their fault. By appointing' a Com- 
mittee of Enquiry the Government have 
shown that they desire tho co operation of 
all those who understand tho subjoot or any 
particular branch of it, and they should be 
taken at their word. Snarling at the Gov- 
crnraoDt and propheoyiug ov il legarding th 
inquiry is not tho way to help thorn to do 
right and to promote tho general welfare. 

We know that there are atill persons in 
tho country who are so narrow-minded and 
Bo factious that they do not want tho 
Government to do right. Persons who 
would much rather see them taking tho wrong 
road than the right: one, and who would not 
intentionally do anything or say anything 
that would help them to improve their 
policy. W^e think we see indications that 
this class of wrong-headed, unpatriotic 
faotionists aro diminishing in Canada, and 
we are glad of it. The people generally are 
becoming fairer and more liberal minded in 
their consideration of political men and 
political matters. It is to such persons 
that the country must look for information 
with regard to tho trade policy of tho 
Government .la m-cII aa other Hul)ji.cta, 
and it is these persons who will, in good 
faith, aid the Government in its inquiries 
relative to the tariff and reserve their judg- 
ment until they see what are the results of 
those inquiries. 



THB WORLD'S FAIR. 

Yesterday the World's Exhibition was 
opened at Chicago. Tho holding of an 
expnaition of tho world's industry in a city 
\vhi„h camo into existmce only in tho last 
half of the present century must, to people 
accustomed to the alow growth and (gradual 
dovelopment of the Old World, of itself be a 
marvel. To them the most wonderful part 
of tbe Chicago Exhibition must be Chicago. 
It will bu hard for them to believe that 
there are men now living who knew what is 
now the great city of Chicago as an insig- 
nificant country village. 

Those who see the magnificent 
buildings of the exhibition and the 
immense show of the works of in- 
dustry and art that has been collected there 
ciinnot but admire tho courage and the 
enterprise of tho men who, in so new a 
place and so young a community, engaged 
in so vast an undertaking, 

There are some wh(/'fear that the Chicago 
K.\hibit!on will not be a success. They be- 
lieve that tho time is not favorable and that 
circuinatancea are such aa will prevent aa 
large a number of visitors from Kurope 
as was expected crossing tho Atlantic, 
These fears and forebodings are, wo 
believe, groundless. As many visitors 
will come from Europe as the steamship 
lines can carry, and a large proportion of 
the seventy millions or so whose home ia in 
the United States and Canada will, within 
tho next few months, find their way to 
Chicago. These of themselves will be sufS- 
cient to assure the si^coeas of the Exhibi- 
tion. It is predicted that the number who 
will visit the Chicago Eshibition during the 
ne.\t few monlha will bo greater than that 
which went to see the great Paris Exposi- 
tion, and there ia every reaaon to believe 
that the prediction will be realized. It is 
Slid, too, that the greed of the railway 
companies will prevent thousands from vis- 
iting the exhihilion. But there is little four 
that the railway men of this continent will 
bo blind to their own interests in this mat- 
ter. They will soon find out whether they 
can fill their carriages at the present rates, 
and if they cannot they will be certain to 
lower them to a figure which will give their 
lines all the work they can possib'y do. 

It is greatly to he hoped that the Chicago 
Exhibition will be as suoccsaful aa the most 
ardent of ita proinotera hopo and expect, 
and that 1S93, tho Exhibition year, will be 
looked upon as a fortunate epoch in the his- 
tory not only of Chicago but of the whole 
American continent. 



PROMPT ACTION. 

We are glad to see that the criais with re- 
gard to specie payments, or rather i;old pay- 
ineiita, in the United States is well over. If 
Ih'j American public had thoroughly under- 
stood the linuiioial position of their country 
and had formed aiiytlilng lil;o ii true eati- 
mate of tho man wiio ia at tho he,ul cf ita 
affairs, there would never iiavo been a criais 
at all. They would have seen that tho 
United States is rich enough to meet all its 
demands, and that President iCIcvelaud is 
not the man to give his sanction to a n;ea- 
auro which will operate in such a way aa to 
do Hcrious injustice to puraona wlio had 
relied implicitly on tho good faith of tho 
I Idvernment, or which would throw the 
buaincas of the country into confusion. The 
Preaident is an honest man through and 
through, and he is besides a man endowed 
with strong common sense. He might have 
been depended upon to do what waa juat 
to tho people and to take the 
ahortest and the most direct way to avoid 
the difficulty towards which many believed 
tho United States were drifting. This ho 
did. Whou tho excitement was at its height 
and when it was currently reported that tho 
Government proposed to redeem Treasury 
notes with silver, he caused tho following 
paragraph to be published in the nows- 
papora : 

The inclination on the part of tho public 
to acci'pt. ni'wsp.ipi'r reports concerning the 
inteiitii. 113 (if llioao charged with the mun- 
ageineiil of our national linaiicea aeenia to 
jubtify luy cnipliatic contrailiciiou of the 
'etiiciit tho redemplion of any kind 
ofTioii.iury notes, except in golil, Iims at any 
timo been ili-teriiiined upon or conloiopliiteil 
by the Sccrut.uy of tho Trea-^iuy or any 
other nu inlii r uf tho present A ihiiiiii.st ra- 
tiun. 'I'ho President and hia t'ulniiet are 
abjolulely li.irinonious in tlio (Icterniination 
to oxerclso every power conferreil tipon 
ihciu to maintain the public crctlit, 
to keep tho public faith, and to 

\ 



preserve the parity between gold and 
silver, and between all financial obli- 
gitiona of tho Government. 

While tho law of 1890, forcing the pur- 
chase of a tixtd amount of silver every 
month, provides that the Secretary of tho 
Treasury in his discretion may redeem in 
oi'her gold or silver tho Treasury notes 
given in payment of silver purchases, yet 
the declaration of tho policy of tho Govern- 
ment to maintain the parity between the 
two metala seems ao olearly to regulate this 
discretion us toj dictate their redemption in 
gold. 

Of course perplexities and diflioultiea 
have grown out of an unfortunate financial 
policy whioh wo found in vogue, and em- 
harraasmeuta have arisen from ill-advised 
financial legislation confronting us at every 
turn ; but with chnenul confidence among 
the' people and a patriotic disposition to co- 
operate, threatened dangers will be averted 
pending a legislative return to a better and 
sounder financial plan, Xhe strong credit 
of the country still unimpaired and tbe 
good sense of our people, which baa never 
failed in time of need, are at hand to aave us 
from disaster. 

These statements had the effect they woro 
intended to produce. People in all parts of 
tho United States wtro rcasaured. Thoy 
knew that the President meant what ho 
said, and that the credit of the country 
would be maintained at all riska. They 
ceased to be nervous about tho §100,000,000 
gold reserve. They thon knew that this 
was only tho change in Uncle Sam'a pocket, 
and that, even if ho was required to spend it 
all, he has wealth enough and credit enough 
to enable him to meet all hia ohligations to 
the last cent. The prompt and manly way 
in which he quieted tho public mind and 
averted the catastrophe which mauy believed 
to bo impending must have strengthened 
the oonfidonoo of the American people in 
President Cleveland and increased their 
admiration for him as a practical statesman.

THB GERMAN SITUATION. 

The Government of Germany is finding 
that the representatives of the people are 
not nearly so ready to register its decrees 
as they were in the time of Bismarck. The 
military system of the h^mpiro has sorely 
tried the people's patience. They have 
found it a heavy burden grievous to bo 
home in many ways, and they steadily re- 
fuse to allow it to he increased. The ma- 
jority of the Reiohstag refuse to accept the 
Government's Army Bill. It has been be- 
fore it for a long time, and although the 
Govoruini'ut liaa doue its best to propitiate 
tho ditrercut parties into which that 
body is divided, and although Chancellor 
Caprivi has consented to many amendments 
and modifications, he has, so far, failed to 
gain for it a majority uf votes. It seems 
now certain that it will bo rejected, and 
that the Reichstag will bo diasoivcii. 

It is not likely that the new House 
will be more favorable to the Em- 
peror's sohbme of army reform than is 
the one now existing. Democratic 
principles are making great headVay in 
Germany. The Socialists are increasing 
rapidly and they now form a party in tho 
Reiohstag that must be reckoned with. Tiio 
Socialists and tho party that is nearest to 
them in principle are not in favor of mili- 
tarism. They would rather decrease the 
military establishment of tho empire thon 
increase it. They have been so often led to 
bidieve that a war tlireatenitig the very ox- 
ialenco of tho empire was impending that 
thoy now hear tho predictions of the alarm- 
ists with indifference. 

The demagogue is beginning to have pow- 
er in Germany. One of them, who appears 
to be distingniahed for nothing but a hatred 
of tho Jews which appears to amount to 
insanity, has been elected to the 
Reichatiig. Although he is the re- 
verso of popular with its members, 
his influence in tho country is great. He is 
hated and scorned by the members of that 
body, yet tho common people hear him 
gladly and will, no doubt, re-elect him and 
more of hia aort when the appeal ia again 
made to the polla. The man is irreprcasible. 
His accusations against contractors and 
others are declared by those who have ex- 
amined them to be groundless, yet he con- 
tinues to repeat them whenever he ha? an 
opportunity, with the greatest audaoity. 
The iniui has, no doubt, courage and ho haa 
peiaover.uice. lie ia ono of tlie men who 
have power to make ndtohief, but no ability 
to do good. The world will likely hear 
moro of Ahlwhardt.

WOliLD'S FAiK. 



"With Imposing' Ceremouies the Great 
Exhibitiou js. I^r^ally, Oneued- . 
l)y the President. ' 



Fervent Invocation by the Blind 
Cliaplain of tlie Senate— Hearty 
Entbasiaam Ererywliere. 



■ , The Gfarden'Olty was up and doing with 
tlie sun. The decorations were perhaps not 
as elaborate as ou the occaaion of the dedi- 
cation of the World's Tuir buildings io 
October last, but moat of tho largo retail 
buainosB houses in tho centre of the city 
were draped witli red, white and bine, 
while the walHand pillars and porticos of 
pablio buildings looked new with variegated 
bunting, 'i'ho populaco was early astir, and 
from an early hour the thoroughfares iu tho 
business centre, the gateway to the park, 
were alive with pedestrians. 

Before the first streaks of light in tho 
eastern sky heralded the dawn, the down 
streets were astir with orowda hurrying 
from railway depots, and the oars were dia- 
charging load after load of passengers, 
and pedestrians innumerable set their 
faces southward in the direction of 
JaolisdnPark. By daybreak the approach to 
the viaduct was black with people, before 
the opening of the gates leading to the train 
platform. An apparently never-ceasing' 
throng poured out of the various depots, 
withiu which every few moments long and 
heavily laden trains, bringing from far and 
neur prospective parliclpunts in the events 
of the day, canio to a stop. Tlio early sub 
burb.iu truius and the various cable systems 
centering at Jackson Park, found their 
capacity taxed early iu tlio day, while 
veliielea of every and all deacriptiona were 
prusa'bd into service for tho accommodation 
of the crowds that did not fancy the sev 
mile strctca of sidewalk between Madi 
street and the i)iirk gates. Tho steamboats 
carried olf thousands of people, who got the 
worth of their money from a marine point 
of view, as tho lake was by no means 
smooth, and the motion made the trip de 
cidedly interesting for persona with weak 
stomachs. 

As the morning wore on the throngs in 
creased. K.xcursion trains brought thous- 
ands, who swelled the crowds from other 
sources. It was a state and civic holiday, 
too, and all employes iu tho public buildings, 
freed from their desks, joined the crowds 
and accompanied tho throngs released from 
mercantile establishments, many of which 
gave their employes a day olf to join iu tho 
exercises. Nino o'clock saw every tneaus of 
transportation tested to its full capacity, in 
some oases beynud it. Tho brotherhood of 
vbeelmen laughed the railroads to acorn as 
they sped down tho boulevards, distancing 
the street cars and giving the elevated 
trains a good race. All sorts ef vehicles 
were pressed into service. Those who 
failed to aeoure transportation to their lik- 
ing, and there were many, set off on foot, 
and the sidewalks were filled with marchers, 
sometimes tour abreast, all boand for the 
same destlnbtion. Owing to the small part 
taken by the military in the ceremonies, th 
streets were left free for the great body of 
civilians. There were delegations from out 
of-town who brought brass bands with them, 
and these blared and tooted up and down 
the principal thoroughfares, attracting the 
siimll boys and idlers. Most of tho excur 
aions, however, split up into small parties 
as they reached the depora, and the bands 
were left to shift for themselves. 

As early as o'clock it was estimated 
that over one hundred thousand people hud 
passed through the turu-stilea into tl 
grounds, and yet ilio hegira had scarcely 
eomnienced. As the hour approached for 
the departure of tho ^listinguiahed guests 
who were to proininently participate in th 
exercises of the day, an immense crowd be- 
gan to assemble on Michigan avenue, 
stretching from tho Auditorium to the 
Lexington hotel, a distance of over one and 
a half niilea. Shortly before 10 o'clock the 
Diike of Veragua and party were escorted 
from tho Auditorium hotel to tho carriage 
in waiting, the appearance of the descend 
ant of Columbus being greeted with pro 
iongei applause. At 10 o'clock, as the 
hour for the opening exercises drew near, 
the rush reached its height, subsiding at 11 
o'clock, and by noon the down-town streets 
were, if anything, clearer than on ordinary 
days. In mild, cloudy weather, without 
rain, the procesaion formed opposite the 
Lexington. At the head to clear the way, 
mounted on charters, was a platoon of 
gray-coated Southport police. Behind them, 
in brand new blue uniformsi came a de- 
tachment of city police on hor^baok, 50 
strong and five abreast. Next\in line 
marched tw o companies of the 7th U. S. 
cavalry, under command of Capt. E. Var- 
num and Capt. L. R. Hare. 

As tho grey coats, blue ujats and regulars 
passed before tho cairiagcs occupied by the 
guests, their military bearing evoked 
rounds of praise and c )mpliii;ent, but it re 
maincd for the l;h division of tlie special 
escort of the occasion to bring out the en 
thusiasm. This division was the Chicago 
Hussars, headed by Capt. E. L. Hrand and 
Adj. Thomas S. (,)uincy, who appeared for 
the first time in Americanized Russian uni 
forms. There were six score of tliem 
mounted on magnificent black chargers, and 
every man a giant. "A specimen of 
Chicago's volunteer reserve," said ex-Oover- 
nor \V'iilUer, of Connecticut, who was doing 
liiinnrs for tlio l)iil;e of Voraguu, aa tin 
troops M'eiit past, and the illustrious Span 
iard opened very wide his eyes. Twenty 
tiumpetors sounded tho approach of hussars 
and bringing up tho rear of tho military 
division was mounted troop A of Uie Illinois 
national guard with the procession of 
carriages led by tlio vehicle containing 
notional commiasionera P. A. Wildener of 
Pennsyvania. and Bradley R.' Smalley of 
Vermont, with directors F. B. Bryan and 
James Wellsworth. ' 

The procession moved sonthward in the 
following order : Platoon of mounted po- 
lice, troop of United States cavalry under 
oommand of Gen. Nelson A. Miles, troop of 
Chicago Hussars in brilliant uniform, car 
riuges containing tho Duke of Veragua and 
suite, members of the national commission. 
State Legislature, C'ily Council and other 
distinguished gue.sta. The procession moved 
at a sharp trot southward on Micliigm ave- 
nue until the Lexiiigtcm hotel was reached. 
Hi'ro there wan a short wait, ended by the 
appearance of tlie President, accompanied 
by tlio intinbera of the cabinet and others 
of tho preaidential party. With the Presi- 
dent ol the United Slates, and on tho oppo- 
site neat were I wo other presidents, nanmly, 
Pre-i'leiit S, T Palmer, of the Wnrld'a Fair 
Columbian Coniniissinn mnl H. N. IIi^'gin- 
bothain, presidmt nf the World's Colum- 
bian Kxhibition. Vice-Presidi'Ut Stevenson 
rodo with the World's Fair vico-iiresident, 
Lyman J. Gago. Sccrp'ary (iresham rnde 
with National ComiiiiHtimier David 15. Penn. 
Secretary Carliale, diL'uificd, judicial look- 
ing, with Ofiorge V. Massey of Delaware, 
Secretary Herbert with Charles H. Schwab, 
Suoretary Hoke Smith with the firebrand 
of the national commission, J. W. St. Clair 



of West Virginia, Secretary 'Morton with 

Director H. H. Stone. 

The American contingent having led the 
way, the third or forcigo division arrived 
in the fnurteeath carriage. This wae occu- 
pied by the Duke of veragua, first -vice- 
president of the commission, ex-Governor 
Waller of Conneotiout, the first vice-presi- 
dent of the exiposition, Fred . W, Peak and 
Commander Dickenson of 'the'United States 
navy. Tfao fair sex appeared for iiie tirBt 
time in the carriage which followed, the- 
Duchess of Veragua being escorted by Mrs. 
Potter Palmer, who did the honors as presi- 
dent of the board of lady managers, and by 
Mrs. Commander Olokenson. In tbe fifteenth 
carriage Were the Marqaia de Buboles, sou 
oi the Dnkeand Daobeae; M. H. De Young, 
commissioner from California, and sssond 
vice-president of the commiesfori, and Robt. 
A, Waller of the board of direoturs. In tHe 
seventeenth were the Honorablea Cbristobel 
Aquillera and Marie Delpilar Colon y 
Aquillera, son and daughter of tbe Duke, 
and Spanish Commissioner Thos. G. Qut- 
tierts. In the eighteenth the' Honorablea 
Pedro Colon y liertenado and Carlos Atiuii- 
lera with tho Marquis Villa la Obar and 
Director Charles L. Hutchinson, Thoducal 
party waa succeeded by carriages occupied 
by the Anibuaaador to Englami, Hon. Thos. 
v. Bayard, and cx-Miuister to Belgium 
Lambert llee, Major-( ieueral Miles and 
aides, Admiral (iherardi and aides, and 
(Governor Altgeld. Ttio carriage of Mayor 
Ilarriaou, who was uccompanied by three 
members of the board of tUderinen, brought 
up in tho extreme rear. 

The procession waa attended by an almost 
unbroken round of ubeering. On the side- 
walks, steps and lawua along the prouiciiude, 
windows luid roof topa, from the mansions 
of the millionaires and tlio frame house of 
the wagu workers, on tbejgreeDsivurd of the 
parka and in the mud of the plaisauco the 
people cullt'Cted. In the applause and 
heartiness of greeting the military shared 
with tho President and tho latter with tho 
Spanish delegation ; as for the reception 
given tho duchess it could not have been 
heartier had Mrs. Cleveland accompanied 
her husband, The big bouquet that reposed 
ill her lap when she left tho Lexington 
hotel waa fairly buried under blossoms 
thrown into tlio carriage by Michigan 
avenue belica, mingled with which were a 
number of miniature atara and stripes, 
which the duchess is likely to preserve aa 
valued souvenirs. 

Up to the boundaries of the plaisauco the 
welcoTTio was distinctly Americm, but from 
here on to the gates it partook of a. decided- 
ly coamopolitan Qavor. Arabs prostrated 
themselves on the ground and cried :iloud, 
"Allah." Clnj^alese, in long, white, flow- 
ing robes, salaamed with arms and should- 
ers. Eunuchs stvod in line with tbe beau- 
ties of tbe harem, and the donkey boy of 
Cairo kp.olt beside his sleek-coated com. 
panion. Upon reaobing the administration 
building tho guests were received untl 
greeted by the members of the joint com- 
mittee on ceremonies. After fifteen 
minutes it was announced that everything 
was iu readiness for the dedication exer- 
cises, The prooeaaiou then reformed and 
moved towards tho grand stand, the 
President being eacorted by President 
Palmer, and tho Duko of Veragua. "by 
President Hlgginboibam. Tho stand bad 
been erected ut the eastern entrance of the 
adniiDistruliun building, and it waa an in- 
spiring view that waa presented to the 
vision of tho Preaident r.a he ;,nouatnd tho 
stairway. Before him was a throng of 
faces, a half a inillinn or 'more of them 
liehind them was the (Jraud Baaiii, with 
the imposing and fascinating McMoauies' 
fountain, with old Father time steering the 
ship with his scythe. Beyond waa a long 
stretch of shining water, literally covered 
with Stettin and electric craft, and ou its 
farther bank the colossal gold statue of the 
republic, looiniiig up like u, veritable giant, 
aud beyond again tho peristyle with its 
('oluinbian arch, crowned by the heroic 
ligures of tho quadriga, unci with the casino 
on its left and uiusio hull on its right. 

To the right of the President was the 
gigantic manufactures building, with the 
electricity building for its neiglibor, and on 
tbe other side the agricultural building and 
machinery hall. In the distance could be 
Been the placid bosom of Lake Michigan. 
The President was escorted to a seat oa the 
front centre of the platform. Above and 
hehind him were stationed tbe orchestra, to 
hia right the members of the press, immedi- 
ately behind and on bis left the dlstiu- 
i>uished guests. These included, bt-aidca 
the ducal party, the World's Fair cr>m- 
missionera from foreign countries, inern- 
.bera of the House and Senate, mem- 
bera of the diplomatic corps, national 
commissioners and ludy managera, rcp- 
pre.seutalivea of state boards and ethers, 
to a total of over two thousand. The ap- 
pearance of the President, Vico-Preaidetit 
Stevenson, tbe Duko and the other distin- 
guished guests was greeted with a shout 
from every throat that conihiued into a 
deafening tliti,und the cheers were repeated 
again and again as one well known face 
after another uppcarctl in view. The enthu- 
siasm ivas still at its height when the chorus 
and orchealra broke forth with "America," 
u signal of the inauguration of the opening 
ceremouiea. When the music had died 
away the blind ehupluincf the United States 
Senate, liev. W, 11. Milburu, D. IJ, , was led 
to the front of tho platform. Kvery head 
was bowed and many tared while he deliv- 
ered a fervent invocation, asking the bless- 
ing of the Almighty upon the enteriirisc. 

Xcxt on the progranimo was the poem 
written by W. A. Crolfutt, a well known 
journuliat of tho national capital, and en- 
titled "The Prophecy," which waa reid 
with telling effeot by Miss Jessie Couthai of 
this city. Once again tbe music was borne 
upon the air. This time it was the inspir 
ing strains of Beethoven's " In praise of 
Go<l." The address of Direotor-Gencral 
Davis was brief and to the point. The 
presentation of President Cleveland was the 
signal for still another outburst of 'oheerlng, 
and it was several minutes before quiet \\us 
sulliciently restored to enable him to cum 
nience his adilreaa, Ho was fro(|uertIy in 
ternipled with ap|)lauHe, and when, iu cloa 
ing, ho pressed his linf;er upon the electric 
button, tho signal for the starting of 
the iiiaehincry in the machinery Iniil 
ding, tho scene was iiidcscriiiable, 
Men, womeu and children shouted 
and yelled at tho top of th 
voices, the steam whistles of the launohcs 
on the lnyoon were given full iilay, liala, 
handkerchiefs, canes and umhrellas were 
waved and shaken, ami cannon boomed with 
territie eiFect. At the same iDoiiieiil a 
national salute pealed from the guns of 
Andrew Johnson, lying oil' the ex[ioaitiiin 
grountls in Luke Michigan. S' ven huudreil 
II iga released from their "slops" at con- 
certed signal streamed out in coltira of 
yellow and blue over M lohinery ball. A 
great roar arose and the turrets of tho 
building nodded aa the wheels began to turn 
and a greater volume of sound arose from 
the throats of the concourse of ])cnple, who 
thus greeted tho opening of the grandest 
achievement of American enterprise.

From the Japanese Advertiser and other 
Oriental exchanges the following news is 
taken: 

The Atnerioan sealing schooner C, G. 
White left Yokohama harbor April 20 on a 
cruise, with a full crew of Jopsneso. The 
men wore shipped in American or Hawaiian 
ports, and upon arrival reooived a certain 
amount of the money duo them, and were 
allor.-ed to go ashore. Contrary to the ex- 
periences of the Japanese crew of the 
British schooner Viva, who were shipped at 
Vancouver, tho men from the C. G. White 
sullered from no intorfereucc ou tho part of 
tho police of Yokohama, who, it will bo 
remembered, deterred tho Viva's Japanese 
crew from returning to their ship, under 
threats that if they did so and returned to 
Japan, they would he sent to prison for two 
or threo years. After the nuwarrantablo 
interference of the police with the Viva's 
crow, strict instructions were sent down 
from Tokyo to the police authorities to re- 
frain from any such intimidation, and, 
though rather late in the day, the objeo- 
tionable and illegal action of the local police 
has been eireetuully checked. 

The vernacular papera appear to bo very 
much exercised in mind over tho proceed- 
ings of the fleet of scaling achooucrs which 
have xeceatly visited Vokohama from Vic- 
toria and elsewhere. The Kokumin Shim- 
bun announces that the U. S, gunboat Pe 
trel, which Left Yokohama ou the 11th for 
Kobe and Shanghai, has gone to Hakodate 
forthe purpose of protecting the Ainerl^ 
sealers. The Niohl Nicbi a few duya since 
related an amusing story in connecticui with 
a aealing schooner and the man-of-war Kat 
euragi Kan, which it appears has been sent 
to patrol tho northern coast fronn tho incur- 
sions of the sealers. The man-of-war, after 
cruising in the Bay of Tnkata, MIyagi Pre 
fecture, proceeded towards Hakodate 
W hen at sea, oH' tho Kinka/. m coast, she 
oamu across a foreign schooner with a big 
whale iu tow. An oliicer of the Katauragi 
questioned the ca])lain oi tho schooner 
aa to where he caught tlie whale, atid was 
informed " at sea, 200 or .'100 /i from the 
ahore. " Tho captain of the Katauragi ap- 
parently not crediting this statement, de- 
cided to follow up the schooner. How fur 
she maintained the watch is not related, but 
she is reported to have arrived ut Hakodate 
on tbe 7 th instant. 

The Tokyo Asahi reports that in conao 
quenco of severe cold during the winter the 
young tea sprouts at Sayaina, in tho Iruini 
district of Saitama, have withered for about 
an inch at the top, and tho crop will in 
eonaeciuence bo only si-x: per cent, of the 
average yield, Suyaina ia second only to 
Uji in Yamashiro for the high quality of its 
leaf. 

Cholera has broken out at Malacca, and 
up to Wednesday, March 2'2, thirteen cases 
had been reported, seven of which proved 
fatal. A telegram dated t^Iurch 28 to the 
Singapore Free Press states that the num- 
ber of cases bad then reached twenty-nine, 
but that no further deaths bad occurred. 
Every preotttion is being taken by tbe 
local authorities to stay the futtber ravages 
of the fell disease. 

H.M. S. Daphne, wbioharrivedat Hongkong 
recently from Manila, was unlucky enough 
to run into Messrs. Ltine, Crawford & Co, 'a 
water boat, the latter ve.'sel, of course, h'<v- 
ing considerably tho wo s'. <pf the collision. 
Fortunately the d.irniinD liofo amounts to 
next to nothing ; bat it might hive been a 
serious businea?, and this ia only another 
instance of the absolute necessity for tbe 
moat careful handling of vcsnela during 
foggy weather in tho vicinity ol a crowded 
harbor like that of Honi;kong. 

Tho pilgrimage to the city of Budila, 
commouly known aa Hangciiow, has com- 
menced for the season, A continuous traiu 
of boata are conveying the pious worship 
pera to that place. Traders in all kinds of 
articles are also flocking thither e.^cpecling 
to do a brisk businesa during tlio seiison. 

The Canadian Pacific Co. 'a liner Empress 
of India in her latest run from Shanghai to 
tho Iwoahima lighthouse, near Nagasaki, 
made the trip in 25 hours and 21 minutes, 
e(|ual to 17 knots an hour, whioh ia tho 
fastest on record.

The Canadian Gazette, in announcing l\m 
arrangement entered into between the Do- 
minion Government und Moesrs. Huddart, 
Parker & Co , of Sydney, N. S. W., for a 
monthly steamer service between Canada 
.and Australia via Hawaii, has the following 
in reference to the two steamera which are 
to be the pioneers of the now fleet : 

" The steiimers with which it ia proposed 
to inauguruto the service urc the Wuirimoo 
and Miowera, which were built last year, 
and are regarded as steamera of tbe highest 
olas9, specially auit^ible for the trans-Pacifio 
trade. The plana of the steamera wero sub- 
mitted to the Admiralty during construo- 
tioo, and iho Director of Ni^val Construc- 
tion, Mr. W. H. White, C.B., inspected 
one or both of them while on the stooKs. It> 
will be remembered that the present Im- 
perial mail service to China and J;ipan in 
connectioa with the Canadian Pucitic Rail- 
way was inaugurated in just such a way us 
this, by a temporary service of merchant 
.steamers. That temporary service proved 
entirely successful, and led in due course to 
the establiahnient uf the present mail line. 
It is quite in aocordaose, therefore, with 
precedent that the Canadian Government 
should feel ilsulf juBtified in extending as- 
sintauce tu ihis iiiiiiiil Australian service, 
and it ia evident lh:it whenever arrange- 
ments have to bo iimdu they will ho carried 
out with le?a ridk bec:iu;ie of the pre-ieut 
stop. Should tlio arnuij,'eiiiunt3 now on 
foot result uiitisfaetoiily, aa it in hoped they 
will, Meaara. Ituilil,u-t, I'.uker^ & Co. will 
dispatch their liiss steamer to Canada early 
ioMay." 

JIISTOHY OF THE NORTHWEST. 

15. W. Wright, of Portland, who is en- 
gaged with Lewis A, Dryden in compiling a 
marine history of the Northwest, paid a 
visit to this city reoeiuly in iiuest of data 
for the interealing work ou which ho ia 
eugiged. The marine industry hi»a been 
Budly neglected hy historians who have 
essayed to chronicle the growth and dovel- 
opinent of the Sound country, and tlio work 
in question will receive the huarty encour- 
agement of all who appreciate the import- 
ance of the subject. The book will contain 
splendid engravings of all tho old-timo Hoot 
and the men who operated it, as well as the 
men and b.nus of ii later era. Tho men in 
charge of tho work are fully competent to 
make it a valued addition to historical 
literature of the Pacific Northwest, and 
they will spare neither time nor expense in 
so doing. 

LUMBEU FOR FOREIGN' COU.N'TRIE.S. 

That the market for British Columbia 
lumber is growing year by year ia evidenced 
by the ready sale it commanda all over the 
world. This month will see the first ship- 
ment forwarded to France. Tho bark 
Gryfe, whioh arrived from Engttiud 
with a cargo of coal for tho navy yard a 
short time ago, will have the honor of being 
the first vessel to load at British Columbia 
for thot country, having been already char- 
tered to carry o cargo from tho Hastings 
saw mill to Marseilles. She will leave for 
Hastings this week. There are at present 
toitt veasels loading at the Hastings mill, 
and one of these, the Heinrich, ia taking a 
oargo for Hamburg, Germany, being the 
second ship ever known to convey lumber 
from British Columbia to thatr country. The 
other vessels at Hastiegs are tbe Blairhoile, 
for Sydney, N.S.W ; Siguaid, for Port 
Pirie, and tbe Mary Low, for Peru, S. A. 
Tho B C. Stevedore Co. have the contract 
for loading the five vessels, and yesterday, 
through their representative, Alex. MoDer- 
mit, they were given the contract for the 
discharging of the schooner Anierioanu, now 
in port. 

A noucii r.\ss.\(iE. 

The four-masted Hawaiian schooner Am- 
ericana, which arrived in the Royal Roads 
last Saturday eveninpr, had a very rough 
voyage out from England. She met with 
many accidents, but none very serious. 
Her bowsprit \j[avo way on November '2',i, 
but being temporarily repaired, lasted the 
remainder of tho voyage. Several blocks, 
sails, deadeyes, lanyards, etc., were lost 
during the trip, which was made the more 
dreary hy tho many delays oooaaioned by 
calina. With light winds and heavy seas 
tho Americana was thirty-two doys coming 
around the Horn, and when a little to the 
southwest of Cape Flattery she wos delayed 
for several days by a calm. Tho schooner 
is a new vessel of Sli'J tons register, being 
equipped with iron lower imsla. She 
briuga l,oOU tons of general freight, 01)0 
tons being for Victoriii, which she coiii- 
menci'.d unloading yesterday. As soon as 
the Vijtoria cargo ia di.-i;hurged ahe will 
proceed to Vancouver, and there land the 
remainder of her cargo. 

NOT OBUOED TO VACATE. 

Word has been received from the Lords 
in Admiralty, through the Canadian Uov- 
ornmenc, that tho order requesting the 
Romulus to vacate the dry dock will bo 
cuQcelled, the Government taking into con- 
Dideration tho fact of her distress and that 
to move her would involve a heavy loss of 
both time and money.

LAUNCH Ol? TUK VICTORIA. 

The new craft which Mr. J. IL Seeley 
has had under construction for some tin 
as a yachting cup defender, wan launched 
yesterday alternoon, tho event attracting 
conaiderablo attention owing to u diiiioulty 
which unexpectedly developed. Tho yacht 
was built under Mr. Seeley's direction in a 
shop on tho east side of James Bay bridge, 
but the launch, it was intended, should 
take place on the other aide, adjoining Capt. 
Dan. Mcintosh's boat house. A plank had 
been sot up aa an extemporised "ways," on 
the sidewalk line adjoining the bridge, the 
railing of which had been removed. The 
yaciit, borne by six men, was deposited at 
the head of the ways about five o'clock, and 
was just about to be laanobed when Capt, 
Mcintosh appeared on the scene, threw 
down ihe plank, and in forcible terms de 
nied the right of any one to launch a boat 
over what be elaimed as his property. Mr 
Seeley expostulated that the *' ways " were 
set on corporation property, being within 
tho lines of Govnrnment street, but the Cap- 
tain was inexorable. Tho proceedings came 
to a standstill for half an hour or more, and 
aa the craft lay on the aide of the street 
the peiailiar lines excited not a little atten- 
tion. It is known as a " Heraliaw," and 
yachts of this model have achieved consid- 
erable distinction in England. It cannot 
be called graceful, but tho sailing rjualities 
remain to be demouatrated. Oliicer Dria- 
coU, of the city police, happening by, Wus 
appealed to, Hcd gave it us hia opinion tli.u 
Mr. Seeley had tho law on liia aide. He 
counselled arbitration and conciliation, and 
passed on. Oliicer Abel arrived soon afier. 
He also thought that Mr. Seeley should 
have tho ri^;lit of way, but while he would 
not give an authoritai ivo opinion, lie said 
he would stay round in tho interests of the 
public peace and see fair play. Another 
uf)n5tablo appeared on tho scene, and also 
stopped to bee the launch. Under these 
favoring auspices Mr. Seeley decided to pro- 
ceed ; tlie ways were hastily replaced, and 
soon tho craft slid into the water, and tlie 
crowd diaperaed. 

Tho new bout ia to bo christened tlie Vic- 
toria and ditfers very materially from the 
majority of vessels of her size, in Puoific 
waters at all events. Her dimensions are : 
27 feet over all, 18 feet water line, 5°3 feet 
beam and 2 9 feet hold. She has keel, 
stern post and stem all in one piece, defurib- 
ing tlie segment of a circle, and is fitted 
with a fin Keel of one half inch stet-l piuie, 
to which ia attaohed a lead bulb, cigar 
shaped and of anfiioient weight to bklluat 
the vessel without any inside weighting 
Tho chief advantuge found in tho model is 
in the great overhang, which materially 
reduces the resistance to the tvater. The 
rig of the new craft ulao possesses its 
Iieculiarities und anvuniiigec; t ho great over- 
hang ])ermitH of the jib heing faateneil to 
the stem itself, no jib boom buint; required, 
which will give considerable advantage in 
coing to windward. Under full sail the 
Victoria will carry maiiiaail, jib, galV-lop- 
aail and apiunuker, spreading iDl yards of 
canvas. Tho outtitting will be proceeded 
with ftt once, and it is cxpeoted that the 
new beauty will take her trial cruise about 
next Saturday.

THE ARTILLERY'S GREAT SCHEME. 

Olllclal Approval of the Protiosod Trip to 
lliilifax-Tho Team Will Bo 
Wclcojne, 

A special dispatch from Ottawa received 
laat night gives encouragement to those 
members of tho British Columbia Battalion 
of Garrison Artillery who have been dia- 
cuasmg tho possibility of their corps being 
represented at the 'iarriaon Artillery tourna- 
ment to take place at Halifax in Auguat. 
The project at first oighb would 
appear to be so large as to be 
out of tho question, but the fact that 
a ride team from this Province will be in 
Ottawa about the end of August, and that 
the rillbmen will probably all be efficient 
artillerymen as well, makes the matter a 
comparatively simple one. Though the offi- 
cers here favored the idea no practical step 
had been taken in the absence of informa- 
tion as to how>the Oiiminion Artillery As 
sociation and the Militia Department would 
take to the proposition.
